Officers would like to hear 
from anyone who may have 
been in the Rowley Drive area 
between 11.30pm on Satur¬ 
day and 2am on Sunday. 

Reports of the incident 
caused shock on social me¬ 
dia, with residents once again 
calling for street lights to be 
left on at night to make the 
area safer. 

Others also urged women 
to be “safe and vigilant” when 
walking at night.

Have your say 
on rail services 


COMMUTERS in Newmar¬ 
ket are being urged to take 
part in a survey on improve¬ 
ments to their rail services. 

Improvements to services 
from Newmarket have long 
been asked for by residents, 
who say they would like to 
see a number of changes. 

The first is a request for 
a half hourly service seven 
days a week - currently 
trains run hourly Monday 
to Saturday and every two 
hours on Sunday. 

They would also like to 
see more carriages, im¬ 
provements on the Cam¬ 
bridge to Ipswich line, bet¬ 
ter connections to services 
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in Cambridge, and a late 
night service. 

The first chance for resi¬ 
dents to share these is in 
a public consultation for 
Network Rail’s Anglia Route 
Study infrastructure up¬ 
grade. 

Local resident Rachel 
Wood said: “Local people 
currently have a key oppor¬ 
tunity to lobby for impor¬ 
tant improvements to New¬ 
market’s rail service. 

“The rail franchise will 
be agreed later in the year, 


and if an improved service 
on our line is not part of the 
contract terms, it may be 
many years before we have 
another chance.” 

Network Rail is currently 
asking for comments in the 
consultation, which runs 
until Lebruary 3.

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Rider who suffered horrific 
fall says thanks to Magpas

A RIDER who fell from a 
horse in Newmarket, leaving 
her with a shattered, frac¬ 
tured and dislocated ankle, 
has pledged to run the Lon¬ 
don marathon for the char¬ 
ity who saved her leg. 

Cat Elliott, of Queen 
Street, Newmarket, will be 
running for Magpas Helime- 
dix, who attended her acci¬ 
dent last March. 

The 40-year-old, who 
works as a racing secretary 
for Luca Cumani, was rid¬ 
ing on the gallops when her 
horse threw her off. 

She told the News: “I re¬ 
member hitting the ground 
and hitting my head really 
hard. I thought, ‘crikey, I’ve 
hit my head, I need to lay 
here for a minute and gather 
myself up’. But when I tried 
to get up, I realised some¬ 
thing was wrong in my foot.” 

Cat’s right ankle had been 
shattered, fractured and 
dislocated, with her foot so 
badly bent that it was cut¬ 
ting off her circulation. 

First responders and par¬ 
amedics went to Cat’s aid 
- but it soon became clear 
that she needed specialist 
advice and treatment. 

Magpas attended with 
their helimedix team, who 
were able to make quick de¬ 
cisions to get her foot stable 
as soon as possible. 

Cat added: “I needed spe¬ 
cialist attention because 
they couldn’t move me with¬ 
out putting my foot back 
into place. 

“I remember them saying 
they need to get a helicopter 
and that’s when I realised it 
was bad because you don’t 
send an air ambulance out 
to just anything.” 

Paul Sallis, an enhanced 
paramedic, was one mem¬ 
ber of the team who attend¬ 
ed Cat’s accident last year. 

He said: “People on the 
scene were concerned with 


how Cat’s ankle was looking 
and they didn’t know what 
to do first. She was very dis¬ 
tressed and in a lot of pain.” 

Magpas were able to take 
the hospital to Cat, working 
to manipulate her ankle, be¬ 
fore she was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s in an ambulance 
and had an operation to 
put her foot back into place 
- complete with two plates 
and 11 screws. 

And then she had to learn 
to walk all over again. 

“I had the operation and 
that’s when the pain be¬ 
gan. It was two-and-a-half 
months before I could walk 
unaided,” Cat said. “All of the 
muscles in my legs had dete¬ 
riorated and I also needed to 
find the confidence to put 
weight back onto that leg.” 

Cat returned to Magpas’ 
base at RAF Wyton in Hunt¬ 
ingdon last week to say 
thank you to the team who 
saved her foot. 

She said: “It was strange 
because when I was being 


treated I was lying face down 
so I didn’t know who Paul 
was. It’s very good to be able 
to put a face to them now.” 

Despite not being a keen 
runner, Cat has decided to 
say thank you by running 
the London Marathon for 
Magpas. 

She said: “It was while 
I was laying in bed in the 
first couple of weeks that 
the marathon was on TV. I 
thought I’d enter and run for 
Magpas. 

“I’ve still got a long way to 
go with training but I recent¬ 
ly hit the 10k mark. When I 
finally got there, I thought I 
was going to cry. 

“It’s been a long process 
and I’ll definitely be very 
emotional when I cross the 
finish line.” 

Cat is hoping to raise 
£2,500 - the cost for Magpas 
to fly to her aid and the care 
they provided.

Three-legged race 
to raise vital funds 


A COUPLE from Snailwell are band¬ 
ing together to raise money to give 
their son life changing surgery - by 
running a three-legged marathon. 

Lorna and James Brokenshire- 
Dyke, who have twin 23-month-old 
sons named Seb and Solomon, will 
be running the London Marathon 
while joined together as part of their 
efforts to raise £70,000. 

The money raised will be going 
towards surgery for Seb, who was di¬ 
agnosed with Cerebral Palsy Spastic 
Diplegia last May. 

Lorna said: “We had noticed from 
about six months that Seb was a lit¬ 
tle slower than his brother. 

“We saw the paediatrician for the 
first time at 15 months but by then 
we had fallen across cerebral palsy 
and when we read, we knew. There 
were so many little quirks about him 
that on their own would not suggest 
anything but all together made quite 
a lot of sense.” 

Lorna said finding out about Seb’s 
condition was a “real double edged 
sword” for the family. 

She added: “It was mixed emotions 
because he had an MRI and that’s 
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when we found out our son was 
brain damaged. But it was brilliant 
because he’s an almost ideal candi¬ 
date for this type of surgery when he 
so easily may not have been.” 

Seb and the family’s day is now 
“centred around his physiotherapy”, 
working on his legs to build strength 
and co-ordination. 

“Some weeks are all about Seb 
which is hard to balance with his 
brother because they need the same 
amount of love and attention,” Lor¬ 
na said. “Solomon is wonderful, and 
he’s so loving and helpful to Seb.” 

The couple are trying to raise 
£70,000 so that they can take Seb to 
a specialist clinic in Missouri for sur¬ 
gery to help his condition. 

Currently, there is only a clinical 
trial for 120 children a year for the 
surgery on the NHS, which Lorna 
said was just a “drop in the ocean”. 

The Brokenshire-Dyke family 
hope to be able to raise funds for Seb 
to have surgery as soon as possible. 

Lorna said: “We want him to be 


able to be more involved in family 
life. It’s those little things, like he’s 
never enjoyed jumping in a muddy 
puddle. 

“We want to do it as soon as pos¬ 
sible so his life can start and he can 
enjoy all the benefits of childhood 
and toddlerhood.” 

The Seb’s Legs campaign, 
launched in October 2014, has so far 
raised a total of £18,000 

Lorna and James are hoping for 
an extra push in funds as they push 
themselves in the marathon. 

Lorna said: “Most people can run, 
but doing it three-legged is really 
hard. I found a woman with cerebral 
palsy who had this procedure done. 

“She could talk about it in a way 
other children can’t and she said it 
was like having the elastic bands 
taken off her legs. That was pro¬ 
found to me. 

“That’s why we wanted to do it like 
this. We wanted to do something re¬ 
ally different and out of our comfort 
zone.”

SERVICEMEN from RAF Lak- 
enheath at the scene of a fatal 
plane crash in Spain are all 
safe and well, their command¬ 
er has said. 

An accident at the Los Lla¬ 
nos airbase killed 11 people af¬ 
ter an F-16 fighter jet crashed 
on take off during a NATO 
training exercise on Monday. 

The 48th Fighter Wing Com¬ 
mander, Col Robert Novotny, 
confirmed airmen were on the 
scene at the crash, but said 
they were all safe. 

Writing in a Facebook post 
on Monday, Col Novotny said: 
“We’re in close contact with 
our folks in Spain and every¬ 
one is OK. 

“We had a few jets and sev¬ 
eral Liberty airmen on the 
scene at the crash today in 
Spain. 

“Our thoughts are with our 
NATO partners as they work 
on this terrible accident.” 

NATO Secretary General 
fens Stoltenberg said: “This 
is a tragedy which affects the 
whole NATO family. 

“I express my heartfelt con¬ 
dolences to the loved ones and 
the nations of those who lost 
their lives, and I wish a speedy 
recovery to the injured.” 


Crime rates fall in last year 


CRIME rates have fallen in 
Newmarket in the last year 
- but sexual offences and 
domestic violence had risen, 
according to Newmarket’s 
police sergeant. 

Sgt Mel Leaman, who is 
part of Newmarket’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team, told 
councillors at a town coun¬ 
cil meeting on Monday that 
crime had fallen between 
December, 2013, and No¬ 
vember, 2014. 

Sgt Leaman said sexual of¬ 
fence reports had been on 


the rise, which was believed 
to be because of historic sex 
offence cases that were still 
high profile. 

Violent crime figures had 
also gone up. Sgt Leaman 
said: “We have looked at the 
night time economy and 
those offences are down to 
what they normally are. 

“There has been an in¬ 
crease in domestic violence 
reported to us which is a pos¬ 
itive thing in the fact people 
have the confidence to come 
and tell us. It’s something we 


take very seriously and we 
always investigate this of¬ 
fence thoroughly.” 

He said both figures, al¬ 
though they had increased, 
were now below those at the 
same time last year. 

Police had started an ini¬ 
tiative to ask off-licences 
to stop the sale of super 
strength alcohol, but said it 
had not been taken up by re¬ 
tailers. Councillors asked for 
the campaign to be added to 
agendas so they could push 
the campaign again. 


New 
for 
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NEWMARKET could be giv¬ 
en royal status under new 
plans by a community group 
and the town council. 

A tourism group, which 
is part of the Newmarket 
Vision, is behind the bid, 
which, if successful, would 
finally recognise the town’s 
links with the royal family. 

Councillors met on Mon¬ 
day evening and voted 
unanimously to support a 
proposal to take the appli¬ 
cation forward, which it is 
hoped would help to trans¬ 
form the town alongside the 
new Home of Horseracing 
Heritage Centre which is set 
to open next year. 

Cllr Rachel Hood told the 
News : “The town council 
was very pleased to unani¬ 
mously support the applica¬ 
tion and we are very hopeful 
that this will be a positive 
way to contribute to the re¬ 
generation of Newmarket 
and for the town to be rec¬ 
ognised for its uniqueness. 

“We are very proud of 
Newmarket’s royal associa¬ 
tion - everyone knows the 
Queen loves her racing. This 
could be a wonderful thing 
for the town.” 

The Queen regularly visits 
Newmarket on private visits, 
and her horses are trained 
locally by Sir Michael Stoute, 
Michael Bell and William 
Haggas, who all have yards 
in town. 

Members of the group 
behind the project include 
Cllr Warwick Hirst, director 
of the National Horseracing 
Museum Chris Garibaldi, 
members of the historical 
society and local residents, 
including Fiona Unwin. 

Mrs Unwin got involved 
in the group because of her 
historical interest in the 
town. 

She said: “Newmarket has 
got this wonderful history

dating back to Charles II, 
and the Queen has a great 
deal to do with Newmarket. 

“I think she does love 
Newmarket and we love her, 
so it would be wonderful to 
honour her by getting our 
royal status. 

“It would be a wonderful 
thing for Newmarket and it 
would highlight the fact it is 
the world centre for racing.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst hoped 
that, if the bid for royal sta¬ 
tus is successful, it would 
attract more tourists to the 
town, while Cllr fohn Ber¬ 
ry said at Monday night’s 
meeting: “I think if there was 
any chance of Newmarket 
becoming Royal Newmar¬ 
ket, it would be a wonderful 
opportunity.” 

Newmarket has had royal 


links for a long time, includ¬ 
ing King Charles II Palace 
House stables, which were 
built in the 17th century. 

The stables will become 
the Home of Horseracing 
National Heritage Centre 
and it is hoped it will at¬ 
tract 50,000 visitors per year, 
when it opens in 2016. 

But Sandra Easom, from 
the Newmarket Local His¬ 
tory Society, said royal links 
“have been here for many 
more years than people 
think”, strengthening the 
application for Newmarket 
to be given the title. 

The town council, togeth¬ 
er with the group, will be 
putting together the appli¬ 
cation for royal town status. 

The title can only be be¬ 
stowed by the Queen herself.

This would be the 
nail in the coffin 

THERE have been some bizarre 
suggestions over the years to bring 
more trade to Newmarket but I 
think the latest to have sculptures of 
horses racing down the High Street 


takes the biscuit! 

What an absolutely ludicrous idea 
and how it is likely to bring more 
trade to the town I am at a loss to 
understand. 

It is proposed to do away with 
the existing car parking and 
loading bays on the southern side 
of the High Street and widen 
the pavement even more to 
accommodate these sculptures. 
There is very little car parking 
space in the High Street, the other 
side being mainly occupied by 
taxis (only ONE space near the 
present horseracing museum for 
the disabled, which no doubt will 
be lost). 

What will happen to vehicles 
needing to load and unload at the 
shops? 

I read somewhere they could 
use Palace Street, but not all the 
premises on the High Street have 
rear access and as Palace Street is 
so very narrow, any large vehicles 
parking there would cause an 
obstruction.

All the 

Queen’s 

horses 


A lifetime working in the 
equine world has seen 
Nick Wingfield Digby 
travel the globe, working 
with, among others, the 
Shah of Persia and her 
Majesty the Queen. 
In light of being named 
in the New Year honours 
list for his work with 
the Royal Studs, the 
Newmarket vet chats to 
LYDIA FALLON about his 
extraordinary career. 



R ETIREMENT is supposed to be a chance 
put your feet up, to take things at a 
somewhat slower pace. But, as Nick 
Wingfield Digby has recently discovered, it 
doesn't necessarily mean reaching for your 
pipe and slippers. 

"There's no way I can call this a retirement," 
Nick, 66, chuckles, patting his golden retriever 
Masie on the head. 

"I'm still very busy, but I guess there's no 
harm in that. My wife is rather desperate to 
have a holiday, but she might have to wait a 
little bit longer. . ." 

It shouldn't really be a surprise; Nick, who's 
the High Sheriff of Suffolk, has spent much of 
his life in the fast lane. A respected equine vet 
in Newmarket for more than 40 years, he's an 
ardent member of the horseracing community 
and his healing hands have seen to some of the 
country's finest, fastest and priciest steeds. 

From Iran to Australia, America to 
Sandringham Estate in Norfolk; his work 
has taken him all over the world, and he 
has a pedigree just as impressive as those 
thoroughbreds in his care. "It's been a 
wonderful journey," Nick smiles. 

And it's a journey that's just been recognised 
by Her Majesty the Queen, who has appointed 
the father of three an LVO (Lieutenant of 
the Royal Victorian Order) in the New Year's 
honours list, for his work with the Royal Studs. 

The news, Nick tells me, still hasn't quite 
sunk in. "I got a letter in December to say I'd 
received this honour, and we had to keep it 
confidential until it was announced properly. 
We managed quite well and didn't let it slip 
at all," he laughs. "It's a huge honour; I was 
delighted and surprised I'd received it." 

He adds: "But awards are always the result 
of many hands. I achieved things at the Royal 
Studs I wouldn't have achieved if I was on my 
own, so part of this honour should go to my 
colleagues who have helped me along the 
way." 

Founded at Hampton Court in the 16th 
century, the Royal Stud has been closely linked 
to the staggering evolution of the thoroughbred 
horse. Horses bred at the Royal Studs have 
won pretty much every major race in Britain 
and have exerted an incredibly important 
influence on racing and breeding all over the 
world. 

Nick worked as veterinary surgeon to the 
Royal Studs for a number of years, helping 
with the brood mares and their fertility, the 
rearing of young stock, the rehabilitation of 
thoroughbreds, and the management of sales 
and purchasing. "It was a great honour," says 
Nick, simply. 

It's a select few who have the opportunity to 
work with the Queen at such close quarters, 
and, as any nosy journalist would, I have to 
ask: what's she really like? Nice? Not-so-nice? 
Any juicy stories? 


Ever the professional, Nick is, 
understandably, coy, but he does go some way 
in revealing the extent of her majesty's biggest 
assion. "Horses are an absolute passion for 
er in the highest possible sense," he smiles. 
"She delights in every part of their success and 
they are the most wonderful release for her 
from the stresses of her role. She could really 


relax when she talked about horses, and it was 
clear how much she enjoyed it." 

Born and raised in Dorset, it was clear from 
a young age animals were destined to be a big 
part of Nick's life. "I was brought up with a 
lot of animals and I think it was probably that 
which first made me want to be a vet," he 
remembers. 
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He studied at Bristol University Veterinary 
School from '67 to ' 72 , before taking on 
research, funded by a Horserace Betting Levy 
Board Scholarship, working with infertile 
thoroughbred mares. 

It was here where his interest in these 
majestic creatures was ignited. 

"I quickly became aware of how beautiful 
and complicated, and of course, extremely 
valuable, thoroughbred horses are," he 
explains. "If you're going to become quite 
successful in veterinary treatment, you have to 
justify what you are doing economically when 
you are dealing with such animals, which as an 
individual I found quite a satisfactory way of 
working." 

Naturally a move to Newmarket, the 
birthplace of thoroughbred racing, soon 
followed. "I started working at the veterinary 
practice Rossdales, and then, in the summer 
of 1975, I was feeling like I wanted to do 
something more adventurous. My senior 
partner Peter Rossdale told me about an 
opportunity in Iran: the Shah of Persia needed 
a vet at his stables. It was the perfect fit for that 
stage of my life." 

Nick was the resident vet at the Imperial 
Stables in Farah Abad for six months, moving 
on after the revolution and collapse of the 
shah dynasty in 1976. 

"I looked after the Shah's own horses, the 
cavalry horses and the horses in the riding 
school; show jumping was a big thing over 
there at the time," he explains. 

Following stints in America and Australia, 
Nick returned to Rossdales later that year, 
where he became partner in 1979, and 
continues to work as a consultant today. 

"When I first started I was the sixth vet in the 
practice, now they have 43 vets," he laughs. 
"It's been an explosive development, which 
has been in part down to the development of 
Newmarket, as well as the huge development 
of veterinary possibilities, technologies 
and facilities." 

What's been the biggest change? "The 
foreign investment, both European and 
Middle-Eastern, has transformed Newmarket; 
it's been modernised, new buildings have 
been built, new studs created and it's become 
a phenomenal place to work. 

"We've got truly fabulous stallions 
here, as well as fabulous mares and 
fabulous premises. I think really 
that transformation is due to 
the stepping back of the old 
traditional aristocratic owners and 
the investment from successful 
businessmen and the Arab 
nations." 

Through his work in the high- 
stakes world of bloodstock sales,

Nick sees the staggering sums 
of money invested in the 
racing world first hand. 

"It's really quite 
frightening," he admits. 

"But you have to also 
remember they are just 
horses, and you must 
just treat them as horses, 
even though some are 
rather more important 
than others. They have 
the same problems, 
the same illnesses, and 
they need the same 
preventive medicines. It's 
their importance to the 
operation in which they 
are based which is just 
huge." 

So what in Nick's 
opinion makes the perfect 
racehorse? "You 
can't always 



predict which ones are going to be the best, 
and sometimes you get a huge surprise, but 
from the point of view of a successful breeding 
operation, a foal born standing, looking 
impressive and beautiful even at just a day 
old, is a fantastic start," he explains. "It's those 
exceptionally good animals, with size, muscle 
and presence - which is perhaps the most 
difficult thing to define - that seem to grow 
and develop with no problems, and are almost 
anonymous on the stud farm. They are the 
ones to watch." 

Of course, luck plays a big part too. "There's 
an awful lot of luck involved. Sometimes you 
have the same mating to the same mare and 
stallion, and one foal is magnificent, and the 
other is unhealthy with crooked legs. You can't 
assume anything in breeding," he says. 

In Nick's case I get the impression luck 
didn't really have much to do with his rise 
to the top. Unwavering dedication and an 
unshakeable passion for what he does, seem 
the more likely ingredients. The Queen clearly 
thinks so. . . 

"The honour has made me look back 
on what I've achieved over the 
years," he smiles. "It's made me 
think back to all the studs 
I've been involved with 
k and how wonderful and 
rewarding it is to work 
behind the scenes 
on so many different 
operations. 

"It's been very 
L special."

Nine gritters 
purchased 
for county 

NINE new gritters have been pur¬ 
chased by Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil to help over the cold weather 
months. 

Old gritters have been replaced 
by the new additions, while a fur¬ 
ther 29 have been upgraded. 

Throughout Suffolk, there are 
39 gritters, each of which have 
an attachable snow plough and 
three mini gritters, to tackle the 
icy weather over winter. 

In a report, Cllr Lisa Chambers 
of Suffolk County Council said: 
“There are 112 operators ready 
to help keep the county mov¬ 
ing when temperatures drop and 
when there is snowfall. 

“We know how important it is 
to keep Suffolk moving during the 
cold winter months. 

“The purchase of these new 
gritters is a sign of our determina¬ 
tion to do all we can to ensure this 
happens.” 

There are 1,225 miles of priority 
gritting routes in Suffolk, with 34 
of those taking a total of two-and- 
a-half hours to complete when 
there is icy weather.

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How tsunami taught me 
that death is not the end 


Ten years ago, Simon Parr was 
on a beach in Phuket when 
the devastating Boxing Day 
tsunami hit. He managed 
to cheat death by climbing 
trees - and, he tells Emma 
Higginbotham, it's changed 
the way he sees the world. 

B OXING Day 2004. Clinging to a thorny 
tree, the debris-strewn flood waters 
swirling menacingly around him, Simon 
Parr knew his time was running out. 

He'd just witnessed two people lose their 
lives to the powerful waves that were battering 
this once idyllic Thai beach. And, watching 
in horror as a colossal wall of water careered 
towards him, realised that he'd almost certainly 
be next. 

"I'm thinking 'What is this, the end of the 
world?"' recalls Simon, shaking his head. "It was 
just like Armageddon." 

More than 200,000 people were killed in 
the disaster. But Simon survived to tell the tale 
- and, he says, it's given him a rather different 
outlook on life. 

The story began when Simon, a builder, 
bought the 1 7th century cottage in Cottenham 



that's now his home. It needed a lot of work, so 
he decided to go travelling before beginning the 
renovations. Looking for something different to 
do, he decided to have a crack at becoming a 
scuba diving instructor and, in October 2004, 
headed to Phuket in Thailand to start training; 
by December he was a qualified dive master. 

"Boxing Day was my first day off for 10 days, 
which is a lot of diving, so we went out for a 


few bevvies in the evening," recalls Simon, 52. 
"Then the next day I woke up and I thought 
'It feels like the bed's shaking. I've drunk too 
much! I know what I need: a dip in the ocean'." 

He wandered down to beautiful Kata 
Beach, "and when I got there I was looking 
out to sea thinking 'This is weird: the sea's 
gone way, way out'. I'd never, ever seen it 
like that." He began to walk out towards 



where the sea should be. 

Suddenly, a shallow yet powerful wave began 
speeding across the sand. "It was just rushing 
past my ankles, really strong and extraordinarily 
fast. I still had no idea what was going on, I 
just thought 'Crikey, I could get knocked over 
here'." He turned and began to run back to 
the beach, "then all of a sudden a bigger wave 
came and knocked me down, boom, really

It was a growly, rumbling 
sound, and I looked out to 
sea - and there is the biggest 
wave I’ve ever seen, a big 
wall of water, coming towards 
me.

hard." Simon scrambled back up and carried 
on running but, as he did, he watched in terror 
as a long-tail boat was flung into the air by the 
ferocious wave, "and there's a guy running in 
front of me, and this anchor comes flying past 
me and just takes this guy straight out. It was 
awful. 

"Then one of these boats is up on the wave 
and it's coming right at me with the propeller 
spinning round. I dived out of the way, 
otherwise I knew I'd get shredded. I knew I 
was in a life-or-death situation." 

Just as he reached the shoreline, the water 
began rushing backwards again, "and I saw 
this old, frail guy getting drawn away from the 
beach. 

"I grabbed hold of him and started trying 
to drag him up the beach, but the water was 
rushing back so fast that all I could do was 
stand, wedged into the sand, and hold on to 
him while we're both being dragged back in 
towards the sea. Then to the left of me all of 
a sudden I'm seeing a big wave, coming along 
the beach sideways, and every single parasol 
and sunbed along that beach was tumbling 
around, like it's in a washing machine. All this 
debris was just coming towards us, then bang, 
it's hit us." The wave separated the pair, "and 
then there's another wave coming in the other 
way." 

Simon and the elderly man were scooped up 
by the crashing water, which began sweeping 
them inland. "I spun round and went feet 
first, because I'm starting to go really quickly 
towards the trees. I can see this guy going 
headfirst, and I'm shouting 'Mind your head!' 
But he just went smack into a tree headfirst, 
and disappeared under the water." 

There was nothing Simon could do; he was 
being pushed too hard into the trees himself, 
"like a pinball in a pinball machine. And then 
I'm thinking 'Oh my God', because I can see 
all of the water going into this small building. 
The door's open, and the water's rushing in, 
and I'm going into that building, and I can't do 
anything except try to grab hold of trees and 
stop myself." 

Fortunately, Simon was swept around the 
building, "and I managed to grab hold of a 
small tree and hang on to that." 

But far worse was to come. As Simon clung 
to the tree, he became aware of a terrible 
noise: "It was a growly, rumbling sound, and 
I looked out to sea - and there is the biggest 
wave I've ever seen, a big wall of water, coming 
towards me. 

"Then this wave hits, and starts breaking over 
the top of the building, and the whole building 
just collapses on to the tree, at which point I 
said 'I'm dead'. The whole tree went under the 
water. I was scared to death. 

"I manage to pop up to the surface 
and take a big gulp of air, and there's just 
everything floating around: bits of boats, a 
car swirling around, and the water's going 
this way and that. 

"My instinct still is 'get in a tree', so I manage 
to catch hold of a foam cushion, which had 
some flotation, grab hold of a tree, and stick 
this cushion in the middle of the palm tree - 
they're really sharp, you see - and pull myself 
into it. I'm just 
literally sitting 
on top of this 
palm tree." 

He's kept 
the cushion 
to this day. 

Gradually 
the water began 
to subside, "and I 


could hear people screaming and crying. I 
remember seeing other people in trees." 

Eventually Simon climbed down and began 
running home to the room he was renting. 

Unlike many, Simon stayed on in Thailand 
for another three months, helping to clear the 
debris. The mood, he said, was 'very sombre. A 
lot of people had died. It was awful. 

"I was in shock for quite some time, and I was 
very ill afterwards, I think because I'd ingested a 
lot of dodgy stuff; a few of us had upset stomachs 
because of being in the dirty water. And a lot of 
people got post-traumatic stress disorder, but I 
just felt elated because I'd survived." 

Back home in Cottenham, Simon busied 
himself restoring his cottage. As a builder, he'd 
always had back problems, "and I'd heard 
that Rachel Casson in the village was a sports 
therapist, so I made an appointment with her. 
I'd also heard that she did some psychic stuff, 
and I was vaguely interested in that, although I 
was a complete atheist." 

He went along for a massage and, as she 
treated his back, Rachel mentioned that she 
was a medium and spiritual healer. "She 
said 'I've got someone here with me at the 
moment'. I thought 'This is mental!"', he 
laughs, "but she brought through what I can 
only say described my aunt, who'd passed 
away not long before. I thought 'Wow, this is 
weird'." 

Simon continued to go to Rachel for 
treatment, "and she kept telling me more and 
more; she was bringing through my dad, and 
my sister, who'd committed suicide. I said 
'Look, I can't dispute what you're saying, it's 
accurate, but I can't believe it. When you're 
dead you're dead'." 

He then decided to test Rachel: "I said: 'Do 
you ever see me in a dangerous situation? Like 
a disaster?' And she closed her eyes and went 'I 
can see lots of people around you, drowning'. 
And I thought 'Flipping heck!' I'd never, ever 
mentioned the tsunami. 

One day, Rachel said that the spirits would 
give him a sign: a tingling sensation in the 
back of his head, "and I thought 'Rubbish!'" 
he laughs. "Anyway, she says 'You're going to 
feel it now', and I could feel this tingling! So I 
went away really starting to believe there was 
something in it." 

Gradually, Simon says he began developing 
his own psychic awareness, "and when I 
started to reflect, there are things that I didn't 
understand when I was younger, and now 
I'm wondering if it was some kind of spiritual 
influence." 

Simon now volunteers at the Newmarket 
Pioneer Centre, a Spiritualist church, and 
regularly attends The Arthur Findlay College, a 
college of Spiritualism and psychic sciences in 
Stansted. 

He insists, he doesn't mind what people 
think of him. "What I'm telling is my true 
experience. I've got nothing to gain from it. 
Rachel opened my mind up to something that I 
never believed could be true, that after you die 
your spirit goes on, and that's what I believe 
now. And I'm not perfect by any means, but 
I think if more people lived by the Spiritualist 
principles - basically 'be good to other people' 
- then the world would be a better place. 

"A lot of people think a medium is someone 
at a fairground with a crystal ball. There are 
hundreds of Spiritual National Union churches 
that you can go into for free, meet like-minded 
people and get a message. 
It starts to help you 
make sense of 
k your life, and 
stops you

Scrap in 
signal law 
welcomed 


A NEW law to help improve mo¬ 
bile phone signal in rural areas 
has been scrapped by the gov¬ 
ernment in a move welcomed by 
Newmarket-based CLA. 

At the beginning of the month, 
the government proposed a 
replacement of the Electronic 
Communications Code to try 
and improve mobile coverage in 
rural areas. 

However, the CLA, an organi¬ 
sation which represents farm¬ 
ers and landowners in Suffolk, 
took “strong opposition” to the 
fact that mobile phone compa¬ 
nies could impose terms such 
as rents and wayleave payments 
onto landowners so that they 
could access their land. 

The organisation welcomed 
the withdrawal after finding 
“significant flaws” in the way the 
code would work. 

Ben Underwood, CLA’s re¬ 
gional director in the East, said 
he was pleased the plans were 
being withdrawn.

He said: “There were deep 
flaws with what was proposed. 
It was too complex and unwork¬ 
able for all sides. 

“We are keen to collaborate 
with the government to secure 
reform of this code. 

“The end objective we all want 
is better mobile coverage in Suf¬ 
folk and across the whole of the 
eastern region. 

“Currently, there are too many 
rural areas all but cut off from 
the communications that are 
part of every day life for most. 

“However this can only be 
achieved through proper con¬ 
sultation and we will now be 
seeking reassurance that this 
will take place.” 

The decision to withdraw 
the plans means the Electronic 
Communications Code will stay 
in place for now.

Folk with a 
few twists 


False Lights (Feat. Sam 
Carter and Jim Moray), 
Cambridge Junction, 
Monday, February 9, at 
8pm.

BBC 2 Folk Award winners 
and Cambridge Folk 
Festival favourites Sam 
Carter and Jim Moray got 
a bit tipsy down the pub 
one night late in 2013 and 
decided to form a folk rock 
group together, as you do. 
They recruited Nick Cooke 
from the Kate Busby band 
on melodeon, Tom Moore 
from Moore, Moss Rutter 
on violin, Jon Thorne 
from Lamb on bass, and 
drummer Sam Nadel. 

Now they*re celebrating 
the release of their first 
album, Salvor and going 
out on tour, including 
a stop at Cambridge 
Junction. 

A record packed with “folk 
music you can jump to** it 
was recorded in a log cabin 
in Lincolnshire and mainly 
consists of traditional 
English folk songs - but 
with a few twists. This is 
no genial folk group that 
sits in the corner of a fire 
lit pub strumming softly 
to themselves, this stuff 
is loud. 


gardening 
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Whiter 
than white 


NAOMI Slade has always had a soft spot for 
snowdrops. 

Growing up in west Wales where winters are 
cold and damp, she would gather a little posy of 
snowdrops for her mother on Valentine's Day, 
when little else was in flower. 

Years later, the keen 
horticulturist and author has 
charted her love of these 
pint-sized beauties in The Plant 
Lover's Guide To Snowdrops, 
where she not only examines 
the many different varieties, but 
offers design ideas on where 
they can be shown off to their 
best. 

"Very often people leave 
snowdrops to make the best of 
things unaided," she observes. 

"If they are lucky, they get 
divided or fed, but the predominant regimen is 
one of benign neglect. 

"A little care pays dividends, however, and to 
elevate the show from just delightful to simply 
fabulous, it is worth thinking about plants to 
accompany snowdrops as a background or 
counterpoint." 

While snowdrops look amazing naturalised in 
a woodland area, if you have a medium-sized 


garden they look best with other plants, says 
Naomi. 

"In general, if a plant keeps itself to itself - 
think clumping ferns, small bulbs and specimen 
trees - it is probably a good neighbour as far as 
snowdrops are concerned," she observes. 

Avoid placing snowdrops with 
dense evergreens with mats of 
roots, spreading plants such 
as comfrey and some of the 
more vigorous geraniums and 
herbaceous perennials that need 
dividing every few years such as 
heleniums and asters. 

Instead, partner them with 
ther small bulbs, she suggests. 

"They look great with purple 
Crocus tommasinianus and 
dwarf irises, or planted under a 
tree with bright gold aconites or 

cyclamen. 

"Grasses are another pleasing companion and 
not necessarily the most obvious choice - that 
particular award is held by hellebores, and not in a 
bad way, either." 

Personally, I wouldn't particularly think of 
putting snowdrops in a container, but Naomi has 
other ideas, although they will need plenty of TLC 
if you put them in a pot, she warns.

" If you want to try growing them in a 
container, choose decent-sized pots, repot every 
year to avoid depletion of nutrients and a general 
reduction in compost quality, and make sure that 
the pots don't freeze." 

Create temporary displays in pots, planting 
vigorous clumps into large tubs mixed with 
hellebores, small evergreens and primroses, or 
plant them in pots on their own, or alternated 
with similar sized pots of irises, crocuses or 
succulents. 

For container planting pick a robust candidate, 
species Galanthus elwesii, G. nivalis, or the 
common double Galanthus nivalis 'Flore Pleno' 
are all ideal, she says. 

For small pots you can plant them with 
colourful heuchera or Tellima grandiflora or 
with the black lilyturf, Ophiopogon planiscapus 
'Nigrescens'. They also look good as part of an 
arrangement with mini daffodils and trailing ivy 
and add sparkle to more formal, larger containers 
with clipped box forms and skimmia. 


In large gardens, they can form spectacular 
swathes against dark branches and evergreen 
leaves, but never plant them in a straight line or 
regular pattern. Just scatter the bulbs randomly 
and then plant them where they fall. 

If you have a lawn which has a lot of foot 
traffic, avoid planting snowdrops there as they 
don't like being trampled and won't welcome 
their leaves being cut by the mower early on in 
the season. 

They do well planted under cultivated shrubs 
and trees such as butcher's broom (Ruscus 
aculeatus), an evergreen with red berries, 
variegated holly or even sorbus and hawthorn. 

In rockery settings, common types such as 
Galanthus'S. Arnott', G. nivalis and G. elwesii 
will multiply fairly quickly to make a good show. 
Try G. 'Flore Pleno' with alpine plants such as 
sempervivums, sedums and lewisias.

Phipps double helps 
complete comeback 


BEN Phipps touched down twice as 
Newmarket recovered from a disappoint¬ 
ing start to win 36-29 at Ipswich YM.

Phipps’ second try put Newmarket in 
front, with Reeves’ conversion extending

And Reeves’ long-range penalty with 
two minutes remaining sealed Newmar¬ 
ket’s win. 

“It was a good win from a less than 
promising position before the game and 
even more so after 10 minutes,” said New¬ 
market director of rugby Gareth Godfrey.
